Assassin Expresses Regrets 
for His Crime Vu of 
Late President. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

UBURN (N. Y.) Sept. 27.—{Exclu- 
A ave Dispatch.) Assassin Czolgosz, 

who was sentenced yesterday to 
death in Auburn Prison, was received 
in prison at 3:13 o'clock this morning. 
After being led through a vindictive 
mob assembled at the prison gate, bent 
on doing him injury, he utterly col- 
lapsed and was dragged shrieking to 
his ce. 

At 2:30 o'clock a hundred persons 
were pacing the platform of the depot 
at Auburn. The roar of the approach- 
ing train mingled with the clattering of 
footsteps on the pavement. Men came 
rushing from all sides, and a mob col- 
lected. At 3:12 o'clock the train came 
to a standstill, the special car exactly 
opposite the prison gate. There was a 
mad rush for the prisoner, as he was 
led from the car. The deputies were 
assailed on all sides. They drew re- 
volvers and billies and tried to drive 
back the crowd. Czolgosz was hand- 
cuffed to Jaller Mitchell, who was at 
the right, with Deputy Bernhard on 
the left. Czeolgoss’s left hand was free. 

Blows were aimed at the murderer, 
and Jaller Mitchel! waa struck twice in 
the ahdomen. He was powecriess to re- 
sent the blows, but was protected by 
the deputies. Blows were showered

AUBURN (N. 1. Sept. 27.—Inside 
the gate Czolgoss's condition became 
worse, and he was dragged up the 
stairs and into the main hall. He was 
placed in a sitting posture on the 
bench, while the handcuffs were being 
removed, but he fell over and groaned, 
evincing the most abject terror. 

As soon as the handcuffs were un- 
locked, the man was dragged into the 
principal jailer's office. As in the case 
of all prisoners, the officers immedi- 
ately proceeded.to strip him and put 
on a new suit of clothes. During this 
operation, (zolgosz cried and gelled, 
making the prison corridors echo with 
evidence of his terror. 

The prison physician,. Dr. John 
Guerin, examined the man and ordered 
his removal to the cell in the con- 
demned row, which he will occupy un- 
til he is taken to the electric chair. 
The doctor declared that the man was 
suffering from fright and terror, but 
said he was shamming to some extent. 
ATE, SMOKED AND REPENTED. 
The collapse of the murderer was a 
surprise to every one. On the route 
from Buffalo ne showed no indication 
of breaking down. He ate heartily of 
sandwiches, and smoked cigars when 
not eating. He talked some and ex- 
pressed regret for his crime. He said: 
Se am especially sorry for Mrs. McKin- 

He reiterated his former statement 
that he had had no accomplices, and 
declared that he never had heard of the 
man under arrest in St. Louis who 
claimed to have tied the handkerchief 
over his hand concealing the pistol 
with which the President was shot. He 
said the handkerchief was not tied. 
He went behind the Temple of Music, 
arranged the handkerchief so as to 
hide the weapon, and then took his 
place in the crowd. By Jailer Mitchel! 
he sent this message to his father: 

“Tell him 1 am sorry I left him sucha 
bad name.“ 

Czolgosz was in a normal condition 
this afternoon, and seemed to have 
fully recovered from his collapse. There 
are five cells for condemned men in 
the prison, and Czolgosz was placed 
in the only cell vacant, so all are now 
occupied. Two keepers are constantly 
on guard in the room, which is p- 
arated from the main prison, but to 
guard against an attempt on Czolgosz's 
part to commit suicide, two more 
guards have been added, and one will 
constantly sit in front of (Czolgoss’s 
cell and will have a key so that an 
attempt at self-destruction may b> 
eaajly frustrated.

“The court sustains the objection of 
counse!, so far as it relates to conver- 
Satione that took place on board the 
New York, but this ruling does not ap- 
ply to any verbal orders which the 
commander-in-chief directed witnesses 
to convey to Commander Schiey.” 

Replying to a question put in con- 
nection with this decision, the witness 
said his instructions were contained 
in the memorandum handed him to be 
dettvered. to Admiral Schley, which 
was rend to him. 

The witness then read dispatch No. 
8 from Sampson to Schiey, of May 21, 
telling the latter that the Spanish 
equadron was probably at Santiago. 
He also read the Brooklyn receipt 
memorandum, showing that the dis- 
patch, as well as the accompanying 
memorandum, had been received at 
8:05 o'clock am., May 23. The wit- 
ness identified these as the orders he 
had carried. He also said that Re bad 
carried two other envelopes, one con- 
taining orders from the department, 
and the other a memorandum which 
had not been read to him. He said he 
had arrived on Cienfuegos at 7 o'clock 
u m., May 23, and had gone aboard the 
treokiyn for the purpose of delivering 
the dispatches. 

COULD NOT GO TO SANTIAGO. 

In response to the request from the 
Judge-Advocate Lieut. Hood related 
the conversation he had had with Ad- 
miral Schiey, after delivering the or- 
ders, saying that he (the witness) had 
told the admiral that it was Admiral 
Sampeon'’s wish that the Flying 
Squadron should proceed immediately 
to Santiago, as his information was 
very positive.

“Describe the commodore's manner 
on this occasion,” said Capt. Lemly.

much perplexed as to what to do.” 

Do you remember whether there was 
anything said about communication 
with the insurgents?”

statement discrediting the information, 
because he then believed the squadron 
to be in Cienfuegos Harbor. All these 
reports have heretofore been published.

“I want to ask you whether, in this 
conversation with Commodore Schiey 
upon this occasion, he did not tell you 
that Admiral Sampson had instructed 
him, before he left for Santiago, to 
satisfy himself that the Spanish fleet 
was not at Cienfuegos?” 

The reply was: “IT gathered from 
his conversation that he had, in some 
of the dispatches which were written 
previously to dispatching the ones 1 
carried, which were of later date, and, 
therefore, of course, annulled all the 
others 

“But thie dispatch you carried gave 
him that distretion?” 

“That was not the latest dispatch 
whose contents I knew.” 

Rayner questioned the witness con- 
cerning the report of the presence of 
the Spanish fleet at Santiago, and at- 
tempted to read a quotation from a 
magazine article, alleged to have been 
written by Admiral Sampson, to sus- 
tain his point that the Adula had re- 
ported that the fleet remained at San- 
tiago only one day. 

Hanna objected to the introduction 
of the article as testimony. He eaid, 
among other things: “I have written 
magazine articles myself for promi- 
nent gentlemen, whose names were 
signed to them.”

CAPT. M'CALLA CALLED. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Capt.

The wit- 
ness said he had not been asked to 
come aboard the Brooklyn for the pur- 
pose of making a report on conditions 
in Cuba, but had made a full report 
to Capt. Chadwick, Admiral Sampson's 
chief of staff, when he arrived at Key 
West. On this point he said: “In addi- 
tion to written reports or dispatches 
which I carried, I explained to the 
chief of staff the secret code which 
I had established with the Cubans near 
Clenfuegos. That was not done until 
I heard that Commodore Schiey was 
proceeding to Cienfuegos.“

his command. I said that I had 
brought arms, ammunition and dyna- 
mite for the Cuban camp to the west- 
ward, and 2 if he would let me go 
I would find out at once whether they 
were in Cienfuegos, He immediately 
assented. I asked him if he had seen 
any lights on the beach. He said he 
had.

DECLINES TO GIVE VIEWS.

The new ac- 
Quaintance goes away feeling that the 
greeting was not one of a mere for- 
mality. If he has had a story to tell 
the Vice-President he knows that it 
has been heard and absorbed. A new 
page at the State Capitol took his 
first note to Roosevelt when Gover- 
nor, with fear and trembling. Thoughts 
of the greatness of the man he was 
to see overwhelmed him. When he 
reappeared from the Governor's office 
after delivering the note he was ail 
smiles and to another page he remarked 
enthusiastically: “Say, ain't Teddy a 
peach?” This is not a familiarity. That 
same boy would run seven miles for 
Mr. Roosevelt and be willing to punch 
the boy who said anything disrespect- 
ful. He entered the Gevernor’s pres- 
ence expecting to be overawed: he 
came out with the impression that he 
had known him for a long time and 
was giad of it. 

Mr. Roosevelt's interest in animals 
is almost as great asin man. He was 
walking from the Capitol at Albany 
one day, accompanied by a friend, 
when he noticed two sturdy but tired 
horses striving to haul a 4. load 
up the ice-covered street. One slipped. 
Immediately Mr. Roosevelt stopped 
and, with an absorbed expreesion on 
his face that he shows when deeply 
interested, watched the horse regain 
his feet. The horses stumbled again 
on the ice. “Stop a moment.“ Roose- 


velt said to the driver. “Drive side- 
ways. The driver did not recognize 
the Governor. He was about to say 
something unpleasant when the Gover- 
nor caught his eye Then the man 
zigzageed his horses up the hill past 
the ice with never a word. The grim 
look on Roosevelt's face disappeared 
just as quickly as it came, and the 
next minute he had tipped his hat to 
a little child who saluted in true mil- 
itary fashion.

NCITERS OF ANARCHY. 

It is not a subject for especial sur- 

prise that evil-minded men who sym- 
pathize with anarchy and are enemies 
of law and order should be found here 
and there to approve or excuse the 
wicked deed of the assassin Czolgosz. 
It is creditable to the patriotism of 
the American people that men who 
make such statements in public have 
rarely escaped withofit severe punish- 
ment, and in some cases have barely 
succeeded in saving their lives. 
” While, as we have said, it is not a 
subject for surprise that vermin of 
this kind should occasionally risk their 
hides by uttering the evil thoughts 
that are in their minds, what shall we 
say and think when we occasionally 
find men who pose as reformers of 
morais—who pretend to be somewhat 
better than a majority of their fel- 
lows—giving utterance to equally vile 
statements’ Yet such is the case. We 
refer to the extreme prohibitionists— 
the “prohibition cranks,” as they are 
frequently called—a number of whom, 
in various parts of the country, have 
been speaking ina derogatory and 
sometimes disgusting manner of our 
late lamented President. 

A few days ago the Santa Ana cor- 
respondent of The Times reported the 
case of a man in that community wno 
had shocked and outraged the feelings 
of respectable citizens by asserting, 
after the death of the late President, 
that McKinley was “no better than a 
common drunkard.” This man has 
since made a public apology for his 
wicked and inexcusable utterance, in 
the course of which apology he said: 

“I do not think there is any excuse 
that could be made that would be suf- 
ficient to warrant the public in justi- 
fying my action, but I think in justice 
to myself that I should say this, that 
I have been a prohibitionist since 1888. 
previously a Republican, and I believe 
the liquor traffic to be the greatest 
existing evil; that I had studied on 
the subject and read the strong pro- 
hibition literature and listened to de- 
nunciations and speeches of Mr. Me- 
Kinley during the campaigns until! 1 
was led to believe that he was quite 
wrong in not espousing the temper- 
ance question, and, further, that he 
Was wrong in permitting the war to 
proceed in the Philippines. 

“These matters weighed upon my 
mind, and I, in common with many 
others, denounced his action and his 
lack of action, and when he was as- 
sassinated I unwisely permitted. my 
prejudices which I had against him to 
lead me to say things that I now be- 
lieve were untimely, unjust, unwise 
and improper.” 

This places the responsibility for 
such utterances where it belongs—on 
these rabid orators and writers, who. 
from their narrow point of view. can 
see but one thing, total abstinence 
from alcoholié beverages. Everyone 
who does not agree entirely with their 
views on this subject is a scoundrel. 
a hypocrite, and everything else that 
is bad. While preaching temperance 
in one direction, they are outrageously 
intemperate in other respects. 

In San Bernardino a preacher of the 
gospel, although he did not go so far 


in the course of a sermon, to senti- 
ments which so aroused the com- 


ing him to leave town. Again, the 
Chicago Tribune tells of a resident of 
Oregon, III., who, when the death of 
President McKinley was received, is 
reported to have declared: “I am glad 
of it, for it will end the liquor traffic.” 
The dastardly nature of this man’s 
wicked remark is increased by the fact 
that he is an old soldier, and a re- 
cipient of the nation’s bounty, having 
only recently received $2000 for back 
pension from the government. He was 
promptly given the choice of swing- 
ing at the end of a rope or retracting 
his villainous statement, which he 
did, on his knees. According to the 
Tribune, he is known among the resi- 
dents of the town as a “prohibition 
crank,” and his zeal in that cause Is 
believed to have prompted his remarks. 

How are we to explain such wicked, 
treasonable and baseless sentiments, 
when we find them expressed by men 
who profess to be zealous in the work 
of reforming their fellow-men, and 
making them better? It can only be 
that, by constantly brooding over one 
particular issue, their minds have be- 
come warped and their mental vision 
obscured, so that they see everything 
upside down, and believe that every 
man is a criminal who does not thor- 
oughly indorse their particular the- 
ories of reform. These men are, in 
some respects, far more dangerous to 
the community than the actual an- 
archists who get up and preach out- 
right murder, for such people carry 
their warning with them, as does the 
rattlesnake, and will not deceive right- 
thinking people of sober intellect, 
while these rabid prohibitionists put 
up such a plausible theory as fre- 
quently to deceive even “the very 
elect." No more outrageovs, unrea- 
sonable or untrue statements in re- 
gard to the late President McKinley 
have appeared in any American pub- 
lication then those which have been 
printed in connection with the army- 
cantecn question, week after week, in 
that leading organ of the prohibition- 
ists, the New Voice. Who can tell 
what seeds of evil, and violence, and 
disrespect of law and hatred of the 
government have deen scattered 
broadcast by this and similar publica- 
tions, which profess to be issued in 
the interest of morality and righteous- 
ness? 

And then, when we consider that the 
innocent victim of this venom was a 
peer among men, a good Christian and 
a fond husband, a patriotic citizen, 
and a man of pure and blameless life, 
“sans peur et sans reproche’—when we 
consider these things, surely we must 
exclaim “The pity of it!” To para- 
phrase a well-known saying, “O 
Temperance, what crimes are commit- 
ted in thy name!” i 
* OPENING FOR TRADE. 

A Honolulu paper, the Gazette, 
calls attention to what it believes to 
be a good opening for Los Angeles to 
increase its trade, by catering to the 
wants of the Hawallan islanders. The 
Gazette believes that since the strike 
was inaugurated in San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and San Diego have let some 
excellent chances slip to do business 
with the islands. The Honolulu paper 
says there has been an actual famine 
in some products, and that a shipload 
of flour and wheat would have been 
taken at high prices, at any time dur- 
ing the months of August and Sep- 
tember. The Gazette adds: 

“We should think that commercial 
wisdom would suggest to some of our 
merchants the propriety of doing a 
regular business in certain lines with 
the southern emporiums. Strikes and 
jockouts are always to be expected in 
San Francisco; but the 8 dele- 
gate is not the monarch of all he sur- 
veys at Port Los Angeles and San Di- 
ego and the people there are so solic- 
itous for sea trade that they would 
not tolerate any captious interference 
with ocean commerce. We doubt that 
they would stand unofficial meddling 
of any kind. This being true they are 
more dependable sources of supply in 
certain lines than is San Francisco or 
the Sound ports. In good years they 
could give us heavy supplies of hay, 
grain, potatoes and desirable live- 
stock: and in every season an ample 
invoice of cased wares. It would sur- 
prise some of our people to know how 
much commercial territory Los Ange- 
les has taken away from San Fran- 
cisco. Not only has the orange-belt 
metropolis captured the trade of Ari- 
zona and of its own great contiguity, 
but it has invaded the San Joaquin al- 
most as far as Fresno. It can meet 
San Francisco on the latter's own 
ground; and there is no reason to 
think that it would find itself handi- 
capped in competition here.” 

These suggestions are certainly 
worthy of consideration on the part of 
our merchants. It is not necessary 
for us to wait for the completion of 
San Pedro Harbor before we attempt 
to do a little business with the out- 
side world. It would be a good idea 
for the Chamber of Commerce to look 
into the question of trade pdssibilities 
between Los Angeles and Honolulu. 
and give the result of their investiga-

IS MARRIAGE. 

A FAILURE? 

Old Question Recurs in 
Los Angeles. 


— — 


A Husband Rises to 
Remonstrate. 


— 


One Knot Untied for Every 
Five Marriages—Some 
of the Causes. 


Are Los Angeles wives addicted to 
the divorce habit more than the mar- 
ried women of any other community 
of the same size and character of popu- 
lation? 

Are the divorce laws of California 
too lax and the judges of the Superior 
Court and the attorneys practicing at 
the local bar too prone to bring about 
the separation of husbands and wives? 

These questions have been referred to 
The Times by a husband who is de- 
fendant in a divorce case and who 
greatly deplores the course his wife has 
taken. This unfortunate husband says: 

“My lawyer tells me an average of 
forty-two divorces are granted montly 
in Los Angeles, and that three-fourths 
of the actions for divorce are brought 
against the husband. 

“Is it true that our sex is to blame 
in three-fourth of the complaints?” 
asks the aggrieved husband of the 
editor of The Times. Continuing, he 
says: 

“If fully investigated, would it not be 
~ BScovered that in most instances a 
hasty word has been the cause, and the 
woman has exaggerated the trouble, 
and, in her weaker mind, gone to ex- 
— and repented when it was too 
ate 

Los Angeles divorces are double the 
number granted in New York City. 
Doesn't this show something loose in 
our laws?" 

MOTHER-IN-LAW TO BLAME. 

The interrogator then goes on to ex- 
plain the cause of his own ‘plaint, 
which he lays at the door of his 
mother-in-law. On this score he says: 

“My wife has arplied for a divorce 
on the grounds of cruelty. The cruelty 
consists of a hastily-spoken word on 
my part for hafshness toward me 
grounded on mother-in-law. Yet a 
week after the application for divorce 
she tells a friend that her mamma and 
myself could not get along, and that 
her mamma insisted on divorce. In 
the same breath she admits our love 
and fidelity to each other and our 
mutual love for our little gir}. 

“I have coaxed, pleaded and ~romised, 
all in vain. I never promised to love, 
honor and obey my mother-in-law, and 
I can’t, conscientiously, so my advances 
were rejected. 

“How many divorces are granted for 
similar reasons, or others as foolish, no 
one knows and no takes the trou- 
bie to investigate. ne thing we do 
know: Our lawyers and judges must 
live, and any one paying the fee is 
guaranteed a return fo freedom.” 

STATEMENTS TOO SWEEPING. 

While there is some truth in the 
premises above set forth by the hus- 
band who objects to.a legal separation 
from the wife of his bosom, his state- 
ments are in other respects too sweep- 
ing. For instance, it is not true that 
an average of forty-two divorces per 
month is being granted in Los An- 
geles. The proportion of decrees se- 
cured by wives is more than three- 
fourths of the total number granted, 
however. 

The records of the Superior Court 
show that there were granted during 
the firat six months of the present 
year just 161 decrees of divorce. Of 
this number 125, or 77.64 per cent., 
were secured on application of the 
wife. That is about the proportion in 


The monthly average is about twenty- 
seven, or a little more than an average 
of one for each court day. 

During the same period (from Jan- 
uary 1 to July 1, 1901,) 829 marriage 
licenses were granted, making an aver- 
age of a little more than five marriages 
for each day the office of the County 
Clerk was open. The proportion of 
divorces to marriages is a little less 
than 20 per cent. his, together with 
the — + ray for divorce that are 
denied, would indicate that at least 
one-fifth of all the matrimonial unions 
in Los Angeles county prove to be un- 


happy. 


IS MARRIAGE A FAILURE? 

The old question, “Is marriage a 
failure?” would, according to the sta- 
tistics above quoted, be answered in 
the affirmative by about one-fifth of 
the married population of Los Angeles 
county. While this appears to be an 
alarming state of affairs, competent 
authorities say there is no more do- 
mestic unhappiness in Los Angeles, in 
proportion to the population, than in 
any other city of the same size and 
t of inhabitants. 

n long-established rural communi- 
ties, where the habits and characters 
of people are subject to little change, 
there is less resort to the divorce courts 
than in cities which have a large float- 
ing population, and where families 
have not become accustomed to local 
conditions and surroundings. This is 
given as one reason why the number 
of divorces granted in Los Angeles 
seems to be somewhat disproportionate 
to the rule in some other parts of the 


country. 
Such competent authorities as Judge 
Waldo M. York and County Clerk Bell 


scout the idea that twice as many di- 
vorces are granted in Los Angeles as 
in New York City. Neither of them, 
when interviewed on the subject, had 
the statistics at hand to disprove the 
statement, but they pronounced the 
allegation preposterous. 4 
DEFECT OF THE LAW. 

Judge York, who probably denies 
more applications for divorce than any 
other member of the Superior bench 
in Los Angeles county, said the di- 
vorce law of California was not less 
stringent than that of any other States, 
and he sald he did not consider the 
divorce habit more prevalent here than 
in many other communities of the same 
size and character of population. 

“Most of the stories of domestic dis. 
cord told in court are very pitiable, and 
it is to be greatly regretted that hus- 
bands and wives cannot live up to their 
marriage vows,” said Judge York, but 
it appears to me that the grounds for 
divorce laid dewn in the California 
code. are just and right, and should 
entitle the wronged wife or husband to 
a legal separation from an unfaithful 
spouse. 

“There is one amendment to the law. 
however, which I would suggest, and 
that is in regard to the granting of a 
decree of divorce on default of the de. 
fendant. The judges of our courts 
should be very cautious about grant- 
ing a divorce when the defendant is 
not represented at the trial. When the 
defendant defaults, the State ought to 
be a party to the proceedings, and no 


decree should be issued without a ful!

fault of the defendant, on the 
undisputed evidence offered by the 
plaintiff. Very frequently mar- 


ried couples agree to separate on the 
very slightest pretext, and by mutual 
arrangement one or the other files an 
aplication for divorce, and the party 
complained against purposely refrains 
from offering a defense or making any 
appearance by counsel or otherwise. 
In this manner many persons not really 
entitled to a legal separation under the 
strict letter and spirit of the statute, are 
enabled to become divorced, and Judge 
York thinks it is a practice which 
should be discouraged. For that reason 
he seldom gives the plaintiff a decree, 
unless both sides of the case have been 
fully heard. 
DECREES NOT BOUGHT. 

The insinuation that judges are in 
the habit of granting decrees of di- 
vorce to anyone paying the required 
fees, will be resented by every occu- 
pant of the bench, and rightly so, for 
the reason that the salary of a judge 
does not depend upon the fees paid 
into the court, and so far as the Su- 
perior bench of Los Angeles county is 
concerned, there is not a judge upon 
it who is open to suspicion of granting 
decrees for coin. Los Angeles county 
is fortunate in having a judiciary 
whose integrity has seldom, if ever, 
been questioned, so that phase of the 
criticism on the overworking of the di- 
vorce mill may be eliminated. 

It is unfortunately true, however, 
that there is a class of attorneys who 
foster divorce business and who do all 
they can to promote discord among 
husband and wives in order to secure 
the fees incident to divorce proceedings, 
for legal counsel.. Some of these un- 
principled lawyers employ regular 
“cappers” to drum up divorce business 
and to widen the breach between hus- 
bands and wives. Of course, there are 
not many members of the bar who 
practice such methods, but there are 
enough to considerably augment the 
number of divorce suits that occur 
regularly during the course of a year. 
A reputable attorney will try to heal 
the breach between husband and wife 
before beginning an action for divorce 
for one party to the other, unless the 
cause warranting such a course appears 
to be most aggravating. 

UNHAPPY WIVES. 

One of the reasons for the prepon- 
derance of divorce suits brought by the 
wife, is the fact that under the Call- 
fornia statute the wife is entitled to a 
divorce on the grounds of failure to 
provide. Upon the husband, who is the 
legalized head of the family, devolves 
the responsibility of supporting the 
family, and if he be an able-bodied 
man and fails to provide all the com- 
forts of home, the wife is entitled to 
be rid of his incumbrance. This is a 
ve prolific source of divoree pro- 
ceedings in Los Angeles, as many Wives 
do not consider that their husbands 
are good enough providers. 

It is also an indisputable fact that 


wives, and that they have less regard 
for the seventh commandment. The 
husbands’ fondness of wine and women 
is responsible for a great number of 
divorces. Cruelty is another common 
cause for resort to the divorce court, 
and husbands almost as frequently ask 
for divorce on this ground as wives. 

Most of the divorce complaints filed 
by husbands are based on the ground of 
adultery, and the greatly lampooned 
mother-in-law comes in as the direct 
or contributing cause in a great num- 
ber of the actions for divorce which in- 
climber the court records, 

SAD. BUT TRUE. 


Recently, of thirteen new suits filed 
in the office of the County Clerk in one 
day, nine were complaints in actions 
for divorce. This was the greatest 
number eveS recorded in one day in 
this city, but frequently as mang as 
half a dozen such actions are com- 
menced in twenty-four hours. ‘Then 
there are many days on which no such 
actions are begun. The average of one 
or more a day is steadily kept up 
throughout the year, however, and the 
fact that one couple fis divorced in 
Los Angeles county, for every five or 
six that are married, is a sad com- 
mentary on the domestic life of this 
beautiful southland, to say the least.

A SMOKING SCHOOL. 


Think of it. Here's a preacher, Rev. 
Benjamin 8. Haywood, who comes into 
the Southern California conference and 
heralds his scheme of a “smoking 
school.” 

One year ago some of the natives of 
Orizaba, Mex., all Aztec Indians, who 
had come under the teaching of Mr. 
Haywood, the missionary presiding 
elder, proposed to put up a schoolhouse 
if he would furnish the teacher. He 
had no means, but agreed to do the 
part suggested. He evolved the fol- 
lowing novel scheme: He had college 
friends in the United States who 
smoked. He wrote to them, explain- 
ing his plan and asking that they stop 
smoking for one month and send him 
the money they would have thus spent, 
believing that many of them would 
continue, once started. Said Mr. Hay- 
wood yesterday: 

“The success was immediate, and 
when I went to my people, who were 
far away, I found they had already 
erected the building, having carried 
the timbers down from the.mountains 
upon their backs. I at once named it 
the ‘Smoking School,” because of the 
source from which the money came, 
and put a native Mexican teacher in 
charge, and the school now has four 
teachers. Yes, the smoking money is 
still coming in. Only a few days ago I 
received a letter containing $15. 

Mr. Haywood was sent to Mexico 
three years ago by Bishop Hamilton, 
and his success Was 80 great that it 
was decided to send him to San Juan, 
Porto Rico, and he was under appoint- 
ment to go there when, owing to the 
nervous prostration of his wife, Bishop 
Hamilton was instrumental in station- 
ing him at Riverside. He has come 
into sudden prominence in the confer- 
ence by his exceptional ability as a 
platform orator. 

LAST NIGHT'S LECTURE.

Bret Harte was no 
doubt its typical exponent. It expressed 
conditions anything but ripe—new and 
raw, in fact, to the last degree. It 
people had very little manners, per- 
haps little enough conscience vf ihe 
sort that would pass muster at An 
dover, even among the more select 
judges at Harvard. They had not time 
for either. They lived under the pres- 
sure of immediate physical necessities, 
but almost ideally free from social 
pressure, in a world new, unorganized, 
untrammeled; a world, moreover, not 
of the severe, cloisteral white of New 
England snows, but strongly colo: ed 
by the tropics, by the romance of gold, 
and of old Spain. No predecessors had 
created for them a leisure in which to 
speculate about things. They had not 
even falien heir to acceptable tallors 
shops. With them, therefore, life was 
not primarily a matter of c@nscience or 
of manners. It was a matter of the 
first-hand grapple with nature, to 
which they addressed themselves in a 
large, free, adventurous spirit.

It must be remembered that 
Roaring Camp and Poverty Flats had 
a reverence for women which was per- 
haps as much the result of environment 
as of race; an effect of their unsophisti- 
cation as much as of their blood: some- 
thing always nearer to the barbarian 
than to the Greek. 

The West is a large region, and no 
doubt the inhabitants of very large sec- 
tions of it would be reluctant to adnilt 
that they are typified in Mr Norris’s 
characters, most of whom show a rvad- 
ness to shoot which hardly obtains 
anywhere east of the Rocky Mountains, 
and which long since disappeared in 
the more 8 parts of the West. 
Yet it did once obtain pretty much 
over the whole West, and it was no 
doubt an inevitable incident of unor- 
ganized pioneer life, where a man had 
to depend upon his own resources #0 
much that he often got into the way 
of depending upon them altogether. 
While many of the typical incidents of 
pioneer life have long since di- 
peared, that He ia still historical 
close to all the West.

IN THE MIDDLE WEST. 


Something of this spirit lingers in 
that part of the West which is now 
“back East“ to the farther West. At 
any rate, it was not long ago that one

cago. While Chicago is “back East” to 
a great part of the West, and while it 
is much nearer geographically and his- 
torically to Boston than to San Frau- 
cisco, Chicago decidedly calls her eit 
western, and her character is more 
truly of the West than of the Kart.

But this middie and older West is far 
from New England.
